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Foreword 

It  has  been  five  years  since  a  retrospective  of  the  work  of  Amedeo 
Modigliani  was  presented  in  the  United  States.  During  that  time  more 
of  his  major  works  have  come  to  this  country  and  there  has  been  a 
wider  public  interest  in  the  man  and  his  achievements.  Within  the  past 
year  there  have  been  major  exhibitions  of  his  work  in  Paris,  Marseilles, 
Milan  and  Rome.  Therefore,  The  Contemporary  Arts  Center  is  pleased 
to  have  this  opportunity  to  bring  a  comprehensive  display  of  his  work 
to  Cincinnati.  The  majority  of  the  paintings,  sculpture  and  drawings 
listed  in  this  catalog  were  exhibited  at  The  Arts  Club  of  Chicago  in 
February  and  at  The  Milwaukee  Art  Center  in  March.  This  exhibition 
was  organized  by  The  Contemporary  Arts  Center  in  cooperation  with 
these  two  organizations.  Due  to  previous  commitments  a  number  of 
objects  were  not  available  for  the  traveling  exhibition;  therefore,  the 
Cincinnati  exhibition  has  been  expanded.  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  many  people  and  organizations  who  gave  assistance 
and  advice  in  the  assembling  of  the  exhibition  and  the  publication  of 
this  catalog.  First  of  all  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  William  S.  Lieberman, 
Curator  of  Prints,  The  Museum  of  Modern  Art.  Without  his  assistance 
the  exhibition  would  not  have  become  a  reality.  His  expert  knowledge 
of  Modigliani's  work  has  guided  the  selection  and  been  responsible  for 
the  quality  of  the  exhibition.

Biography 

1884  Amedeo  Modigliani,  born  on  July  12,  the  fourth  child  of 
Flamino  Modigliani  and  Eugenie  Garsin,  in  Leghorn,  Italy. 
The  Modiglianis  were  an  old  Italian-Jewish  family  who  had 
been  established  in  banking.  The  Garsins  were  Spanish  Jews 
who  lived  in  Marseilles. 

1895  Enters  the  Lyceum  in  Leghorn.  During  the  winter  he  suffers 
from  a  serious  attack  of  pleurisy. 

1897  Begins  drawing  lessons  in  August. 

1898  Suffers  from  an  attack  of  typhoid.  Begins  to  study  with  Gugli- 
elmo  Micheli,  Leghorn  artist. 

1901  Recurrence  of  illness.  Goes  to  Naples,  Capri  and  Amalfi  for  the 
winter.  Returns  for  Leghorn  via  Rome,  Florence  and  Venice. 

1902  Enrolls  in  the  Scuola  Libera  di  Nudo  in  Florence. 

1903  Attends  the  Istituto  di  Belle  Arti  in  Venice. 
1906     Moves  to  Paris.  Rents  studio  in  Montmartre. 

1908  Exhibits  in  the  "Salon  des  Independants".  Friendship  with  Dr. 
Paul  Alexandre. 

1909  Moves  to  Cite  Falguiere  in  Montparnasse.  Meets  Brancusi.  Re- 
turns to  Leghorn  in  the  summer.  Ambition  to  be  a  sculptor. 

1910  Works  chiefly  on  sculpture.  Exhibits  in  the  "Salon  des  Inde- 
pendants". 

1914  Max  Jacob  introduces  Modigliani  to  Paul  Guillaume,  the  art 
dealer,  who  begins  to  buy  his  paintings.  Love  affair  with  Be- 
atrice Hastings,  English  poetess. 

1917  Leopold  Zborowski  begins  to  act  as  his  exclusive  dealer. 
Zborowski  arranges  a  one-man  exhibition  at  Berthe  Weill  Gal- 
lery. In  July  Modigliani  meets  Jeanne  Hebuterne. 

1918  Goes  to  Nice  with  Jeanne  Hebuterne  and  her  mother.  A  daugh- 
ter, christened  "Jeanne",  is  born  to  Jeanne  Hebuterne  and 
Amedeo  Modigliani  on  November  29,  1918. 

1919  Modigliani  returns  to  Paris  followed  by  Jeanne  Hebuterne  and 
child.  They  live  in  Rue  de  la  Grande  Chaumiere.  Exhibits  at  the 
"Salon  d'Automne"  and  Hill  Gallery,  London.  Health  worsens. 

1920  Amedeo  Modigliani  dies  of  tuberculosis  on  January  25,  1920, 
and  Jeanne  Hebuterne  commits  suicide  the  next  day.
